AS “PAPER SALES” 
END; OFF 16 CENTS 


Dizzy from the heights to which it 
had soared, the altitudinous fresh eggs 
has plunged 16 cents downward on 
the path to normalcy in less than a 
week, R. J. Poole, city high cost ex- 
pert, said yesterday in announcing that 
at present the retail price for strictly 
fresh eggs should not be more than 
55 cents a dozen. 

The Chicago Mercantile exchange 
ceases trading in sturage eggs for the 
year today and will begin trading only 
in fresh eggs after Jan. 1, Mg, Poole 
said. - The fact that theré*are’ 613,345 
cases of storage eggs in Chicago at 
present, as compared to 262,241 a year 
ago, proved, according to Mr. Poodle, 
that by trading in “paper eggs "’— 
certificates for carload lots—the ex- 
change created a false egg shortage 
and an unnecessarily high price. 

As a result of the sudden shift in 
wholesale prices for both fresh and 
storage eggs, one manipulator at pres- 
ent has certificates for 134 carloads 
of storage eggs for which there is 
no official market, Mr. Poole said.

Some singers are in grand opera; 
others, for no discoverable reason a 
not. The joint recital by Mabel - 
son and John Charlies Thomas yester- 
day morning at the Blackstone hotel 
was a sample. 

Miss Garrison is an operatic singer 
of long and certain standing, also a 
recital artist of much merit: With 
Mr. Thomas the case is a bit different. 
It is true that he put several seasons 
of his career into operetta, in which, 
here and in other cities, he warbled 
dulcet and sentimental strains to the 
great delight of his hearers. Why he 
has not been grasped by..some en- 
terprising grand opera organization 
and instructed to get up on a full set 
of baritone roles is a question as yet 
unanswered.

singers within memory. And those 
who remembered him in his operetta 
days know that he can act.

Wherefore the same qualities that 
make him look like good operatic ma- 
terial made him a. high success with 
his recital audience. To prove that 
opera was not wholly out of his mind, 
he included “Eri Tu” from Verdi's 

“The Masked Ball,” on his program. 
It is true that the Moussorgsky child 
song in Mr. Thomas’ part of the pro- 
gram rather overshadowed the nursery
